Lincoln introduced him ­ 
self and, saying that lie was tired 
from the long train journey, ask ­ 
ed if he could lie down on the of­ 
fice lounge while Bowen explain­ 
ed 
the 
arrangement** 
for 
the 
s|» eech 
scheduled 
lur 
Monday 
night, 
“ There s been a • bange in plan.” 
Bowen said. “ The meeting won't 
be in Henry Beecher'* church in 
Brooklyn. We think you can fill 
the Great Hall in the new’ Cooper 
Union building here in Manhattan.” 
Bowen 
many 
have 
had some 
misgivings about the gawkv-look- 
ing 
Westerner, 
but he tried to 
sound encouraging. "Greeley has 
given you a good write-up,” he 
said, handing his visitor a copy 
of the “ New' York Tribune,” 
Lincoln, 
obviously 
impressed, 
read the notice and then said he 
would have to revise his speech to 
make it fit the changed surround­ 
ings. When lip left, Bowen invited 
him to Brooklyn the next day to 
hear Beecher preach, 


Henry Ward Beecher’* Plym ­ 
outh ( hurch was then one of the 
most celebrated iii tile country, 
lls 
pastor 
had 
a 
remarkable 
sense of showmanship. Only a 
few weeks belotte, he had held a 
mock slavc auction at which a 
nine-year-old Negro girl was sold 
from the pulpit. The congregation 
bought her freedom, enthusiastic­ 
ally donating jewel* and wedding 
rings as well as money. 
Lincoln went to the church with 
Bowen. After the sermon was over. 
Bow'en invited him to dinner, but 
the Western lawyer, still worried 
about his speech, begged off and 
returned to the Astor House to 
work on it 
Lincoln had spent several weeks 
in the state library in Illinois pre­ 
paring his speech. He knew- how 
important it was. how' subject to 
criticism it would be when news­ 
papers, North and South, printed 
it, as they were sure to do it it 
attracted any attention. 
He had accepted the original in­ 
vitation and its promised fee of 
$200 because he wanted to come 
East to see his son Robert. The 
boy had expected to enter Harvard 
but had failed 15 out of 16 of the 
entrance examinations. He was at 
Phillips Academy in Exeter, N.H., 
where he was preparing to take the 


Finally .Monday ev ening came. 
It had been sno wing, and the had 
weather disco uraged attendance 
at < (wiper Unio n. But 1.506 o f the 
huge basement hall’s 7 .000 seats 
were taken. The “ carriage cro wd” 
was there, fo r they co uld bes 
driv en to Asto r Place in co m ­ 
fo rt.

“ His dress . . . wras . . , un­ 
becoming for a tall, gaunt man —■ 
a black frock coat, ill-setting and 
too short . . . a rolling collar dis­ 
closing his long, thin, shrivelled 
throat.” 
The suit was not only ill-fitting; 
it was ( leased and wrinkled from 
having been jam m ed into a small 
satchel all the way from Illinois. 
Bryant was quickly nominated 
as chairm an; he then introduced 
Lincoln, saying that he had made 
a name for himself in the widely 
publicized debates with Stephen A. 
Douglas, the “ Little Giant” w'ho 
was sponsoring state sovereignty 
as the solution for *the slavery 
problem, 
Amid applause, Lincoln went to 
the 
lectern. 
When 
the audience 
quieted down he turned to Bryant 
and said in a high-pitched Middle 
Western voice: “ Mr. Cheerman.” 
It was not the kind of accent the 
audience 
had 
expected. 
Lincoln 
was beginning badly. He spoke his 
first few sentences in a low tone. 
Then, as he warmed up to his sub­ 
ject, the careful preparation and 
logical organization of his material 
lent meaning to what he said. He 
became surer of himself, and the 
audience began to listen with re­ 
spectful attention.

This statement brought a burst

C A L KS BU RG , 111, — (N E A ) — 
An ornate satin banner, which hon­ 
ored Abraham Lincoln when he 
debated 
Stephen 
A, 
Douglas in 
Galesburg Oct. 7, 1858, has come 
home to Galesburg after an ab­ 
sence of IGI years. 


The historical “ find" was made 
recently in Topeka, Kan., where 
the banner had been 
preserved 
since 1880 in the Kansas State His- 
torical Society's museum. It is now 
dispaved in the library’ of Knox 
College, Galesburg, on whose cam­ 
pus the famous pro-Civil-War de­ 
bate occurred. 


It was m the heat of political 
partisanship that students of I/im- 
bard University, then a Galesburg 
institution, made the banner by 
hand and presented it to Lincoln 
before the debate. 


The students had fashioned the 
banner of satin, white on one side 
and blue on the other. Red letters 
which are still quite clear are 
painted across the white 
back­ 
ground- ‘‘To Abraham Lincoln, 
Tile Champion of Liberty, by the 
Students of Lombard, October 7, 
1858." 


Although the blue cloth on the 
reverse side of the banner has 
faded, 
a hand-embroidered 
bald 
eagle and the motto " E Pluribus 
Unum " are as distinct as they 
were in 1858. Thirty-two gold stars, 
representing the states of the Un­ 
ion, also adorn this side of the ban­ 
ner, along with another star over­ 
laid with gray, signifying the diffi­ 
culties Kansas was experiencing in 
trying to become a state. 
The 
entire 
banner, 
an 
elipse 
in shape, is .stretched over a wood­ 
en flame.

On the other hand, if 
the house is sold at any time with­ 
in a specified period of time, even 
if the sale is negotiated by the 
owner, the broker is entitled to 
i his commission. 


A broker has dozens, perhaps 
i hundreds, of houses which he is 
; trying to sell. N aturally, he would 
' like to sell all of them, hut he 
i won’t. Other brokers w ill sell some 
I of them. The owners w ill sell oth* 
j ors. Thus, the broker must decide 
j which houses should get special at­ 
tention. That attention, including 
advertising, w ill he given to the 
houses on which he has exclusive 
i listings. He knows that somebody 
I cise w ill not come along and sell 
the house — and collect the com-

scatter (heir shots and give their 
listings to one and all brokers. 
O ver a given period of time, this 
w ill result in more persons look­ 
ing at a particular house and often 
I is an effective w ay to make a 
sale.
